INSPECTOR’S THRILLING

Mr, Rasmussen 


The story of Mfr. Rasmussen's 
adventures in the hands of bandits 
in Kwangtung and Kwangsi reads 
more ike fiction than fact-erl 
it is difficult to reztisa that it all 
happened in the twentieth can. 
tury, mot so many miles from 
Hongkong, where we live ip 
peace and safety. - 

Is will be remembered that 
Mr. Rasmussen wes captured by 
bandits whilst carrying out his. 
duties “on the Bamboo River for 
the Asiatic Petroleum Company 
and that for nearly two months 
he was held captive. Towards 
the end of last month, however, 
his release was effected and he 
was brought down to Hongkong, 
where a stay in hospital was 
necessary for him to’recuperate. 
He bas now happily recovered 
and has told his own grsphic 
story inthe following words:— 

On the lst. October 1921, 1 was 
proceeding in the Company's 
Xf. B. Nan fron Koo 
Skui to zp an the Bamhoo 
River, when about LS pm.w ile 
Twas having tiffin, I was stariled 
by a sudden voller cf-shors com- 
i's from the rignst bank of the 
tiver, to which the vessel was 
holding cloze in owing to the 
shallowness of tre rest of the 
river. No warning of any kine 
was given and the thickness af 
the bamboos on the bank of the 
river completely concealed the 
attacking pirstes. As soon as 
Lrealised what was the matter, 
I turned over the tiffin table 
and threw myself into the bo:tom 
ef the bost, seeking shelter 
from the shooting from the seate 
surrounding the cabin, through 
which I though: the bollets coold 
not penetrate. I was-dismayed, 
however, to find them coming 
through one after ‘the other 
and realising that it would 
te dangerous to remsin there 
I took’ a chancs from the 
flyieg bullets aod leapt for 
the door whence I dived into the 
shallow river. I found wy fee: 
and stood up with my hands up 
facing the pirates, who were 
beginning to come out from 
amongst the bamboos, shouting 
to them to stop Bring as we were 
not firing at them and promising 
not to oppose them in looting the 
boat. Thereopon they stopped 
shooting bat threatened to reopen 
fre if we did nos im- 
mediately get the boat alongside 
the bank for them to get 
on board. I gave the necessary 
order, and while one of the crew 
courageously started poling the 
Neam-kong io. I waded ashore 
and banded over my wateh and 
s signet ringto the first pirates 
who came nearme, stating they 
would find the rest of my thiags 
in the boat. The pirates were 
exceedingly fiarca and I had to 
make myself ws cool, meek and 
submissive ss possible lest one of 
them should do we some serious 
injury. Tt was only when I 
reached . the bank thet I 
discovered bad been 
wounded ss  follows:—One 
shot through the calf of my right 
leg, causing two holes, another 
one had spparentiy. slid across 
the back of my left thigh causing 
s small furrow deep enough to 
Isy my finger in; yet snother 
shot, apparently one that bad 
ricocheted, grazed the top of my" 
right hip bone causing s lot of 
blaé bruises all round but not 
touch of awound. Of the crew 
ohly one man, the engineer, was 
wounded. I understand he re- 
ceived two flesh wounds in 
bis. thigh. The creas part

COST OF ARMIES OF

son, and Colonel Egerton War- 
burton—and they estimate that 
the costs of the military occupa- 
tion, for reimbursement of which 
th re is absolute priority, willbe 
22,000,000 gold marks [££,100,000] 
less for 1922 than for the present 
year. ; 

Various suggestions for still 
further reductions were consider- 
ed, bot upon these all the dale- 
wates could not sgree. To carry 
out the suggested reductions the 
Commission proposes that a com-

THE-STATUS OF THE PHELIPPINES. 


The Wooe-Forbes report having been presented to and 


- approved by President Harding, the parties in the Philip- 
pines are getting busy airing-their views uponit. Ft will 
remembered that. while the report made sundry re- 
commendations in reference to the administration of the 
islands, there isno reference to independence. Thus the 
main question rémains where it was, meaning that America 
has. agreed to withdraw when the Filipinos have de- 
monstrated their capacity for complete self-government. 
Obviously this leaves the question of the date of independence 
in avery indefinite state, and necessarily so inthe circam- 
stances ‘of the investigation. So far as the Wood-Forbes 
‘-report bore upon this question indirectly. its putport was 
probably unfavourable, for the administration was criticis- 
ed in several important respects. including finance, Justice. 
and education, at the same time that praise was given to 
the Filipinos for the considerable aptitude they aad shown 
in availing themselves of the large measure of autonony 
conferred by President Wilson. “ - , 
"The question of independence may therefore be re- 
gardedasin atevance. No further promise is made, nor 
are the previous promises withdrawn. It bas to be noted, 
however, that since the independence campaign bas been 
ushed to the fore. ai. energetic movement in opposition 
as been engineered by Americans in the islands, partien- 
larly on the part of the.Manila Chamber of Commerce. 
which is altagether hostile to evacuation. On the other 
hand, the Wood-Forbes report evidently does not give 
satisfaction to, the Filipinos. as both houses of the 
Legislature have decided to inake representations to 
the United states President by sending a deputa- 
tiop. Opinion among the Filipinos is by no means 
unanimous, and we ugtice that a member of the Legislature 
twho ‘was invited to form one of the deputation has refused 
on the ground that America bas already conceded the bulk 
of the Filipiny demands. On the whole, however, there 
seems to be no doubt that independence is a live issue. 
The Nacionalista Party has just held another meeting to 
further the campaign, at’ which the Hon. Manuel Quezon, 
President of the Senate,.outlioed a far-reaching pro- 
mme, embracing the development of Filipino defensive 
orces; and the Party cave a general endorsement to his 
icy. ; 
Po" at the same time the Filipino advocates of indepen- 
dence; like the Sinn Feiners, appear to be in sorne doubt as 
to precisetw what they wish and how the changed status 
would work.- Even Mr. Quezon, who, while in some respects 
he may be regarded as belonging tothe advanced wing, is 
-im others & moderate,-has shown signs of this caution. 
The Filipines have caught on to the independence slogan, 
but, except perhaps on the part of the hot-heads, there is 2 
lingering uncertainty in regard to-their fatore.if left to 
their own resources. “Hitherto the attitude of the respon- 
sible Filipinos bos resolved itself into, this» that they are 
sensible, of the benefits of American protection, but ‘dislike 
the idez of suzetainty. The proposal to develop their own 
defensive forces introduces a new element, unless ‘these are 
to be of an auxiliary. characters -Possibly: a sdlution will

It 
Chins needs further foraign 
money it should be secured 
through the Consortium, but the 
Consortium has wisely ruled that 
China gets nomore money until 
there is an ad¢quate guarantee 
that it willbe spect ia proper 
directions. In other “ words 
China bas to pat her house in 
better ordar before she is‘judged 
worthy of further financial 
assistance. Tolend more money 
withoat some such guarentee 
would only mean placing China 
in & Worse position than bafore 
We roade « rather misleading 
onission in .our Note of 
Wednesday. We called Mr. 
Lamont the heal af the Con- 
sorlium organisation, whereas it 
should have been ™ head of. the 
American group ofthe Corsortium 
organisazion.” [Ff any group 
could be called the head it would 
surely be the British grovp, but 
there is scarcely need for any 
sucb distinctions to be empbasis- 
ed.

and Others. 

The era of the China clippers 
rearked the highest level of the 
sadl driven vessel. Bigger sailing 
ships there have been in plenty ' 
both before and since, ships of 
2.060 and even 3,000 tons, whereas 
very few of the clippers exceeded 
1,000, and the majoriby were con- 
siderably less than that tonnage.. 
But there bas been assuredly 
none fas ore admirable from 
the seain tandpoint, nor more ! 
complete examples of utility and 
beauty in combination. 

The pity is thattheir day was 
all too soon over. A quarter of 
a century saw its rise, its zenith 
and its decline. The first left the 
slips in 1545: few, if any, were 
bailt after 1870. A variety of
